contracts and in favor of an increase 
of indebtedness of said Bridge Company 
not to exceed $150,000.00. 

Which wehe referred to the Committee 
on Corporations. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES: 


Mr. Liggett presented from the Com¬ 
mittee on Corporations with an affirma¬ 
tive recommendation: 

C. C. Bill No. i610. An Ordi¬ 
nance entitled “An Ordinance granting 
unto the Pittsburgh Subway Company 
the consent of the City of Pittsburgh 
to the construction of its underground 
railway subject to certain terms and 
conditions, providing for a Board of En¬ 
gineers to supervise the construction 
and opeiation of said railway, and de¬ 
fining the duties and powers of said 
Board, and reserving to the City of 
Pittsburgh and its assigns the right of 
purchase and the right to terminate or 
modify the privileges and cowers hereby 
granted, on certain terms and condi¬ 
tions. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Vdggett moved 

A suspension of the rule to al¬ 
low the second and tnlrd readings and 
final passage of the bill. 

President Gulland called Mr. Moor¬ 
head to the chair, and, taking the floor, 
moved: 

To amend the motion to make it 
read, “A suspension of the rule to allow 
the second reading of the bill.” 

Which motion prevailed. 

And President G-ulland resumed the 
chair. 

And the Chair instructed the clerk to 
read the bill seriatim. 

And the bill was read a second time, 
section by section, as follows: 

Section 1. Jic it ordained and enacted by 
the OUy of I’uLxburyh in iSeiect and Common 
Councils assembled, and it is hereby or da hud 
and enacted by the authority of the same , That 
the City of Pittsburgh hereby consents 
to the construction of an underground 
railway by the Pittsburgh Subway Com¬ 
pany (hereinafter called the “company”) 
as follows, to wit: 

(a) A central loop or circuit in Vir¬ 
gin alley, Oliver avenue. Liberty street. 
Ferry street. Third avenue and Grant 
street. 

(b) An extension from the said cen¬ 
tral loop to the intersection of Fifth 
avenue and Kelly street. 
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{c A branch from the first branch 
running* to Schenley Park. 

\nd to use electricity only as a mo¬ 
tive power. 

Which was approved as read. 

Section 2. That the said street rail- 
w shall be constructed and operated 
subject to the provisions of the ordi- 
n: < e, entitled “A general ordinance re¬ 
lating to the entry upon, over or under, 
or .lie use or occupation of any street, 
la “• or alley, or any part thereof, for any 
purpose, by passenger or street railway 
con Mfinies, or by companies operating 
passenger or street railways, and pro¬ 
viding reasonable regulations pertaining 
for '..he public convenience and saftey,” 
approved the 25th day of February, 1890, 
and to any future amendments thereto, 
so far as the said provisidhs or amend¬ 
ments are applicable to an underground 
railway. 

Was read. 

Mr- Moorhead moved 

To amend the section in the 
first line by striking out the word 
“street.” 

Which motion prevailed. 

And the section as amended was ap¬ 
proved. 

Section 3. That w’ithin twelve months 
after the acceptance of this ordinance 
by the. Company a Board of Supervis¬ 
ing Engineers shall be appointed for 
the purposes hereinafter set forth, con¬ 
sisting of three members to be ap¬ 
pointed respectively as follows: One 
member to be appointed by the Mayor 
of the city, the second member to be 
appointed by the Company, and the 

third member to be. 

at a salary not to exceed $.. .per 

annum. The first and second members 
of the Board shall each receive the same 
salary; they shall each receive com¬ 
pensation at a late not exceeding $100.00 
per day, and his tru reling and living 
expenses while away from home, and 
actually engaged upon this work; his 
total compensation per annum shall not 
be less than $3,600.00, nor more than 
$ 10 , 000 . 00 . 

The said Board of Supervising En- 
gineeis shall maintain an office in the 
City of Pittsburgh and shall employ the 
necessary assistance and purchase the 
necessary supplies and materials to en¬ 
able it properly to perform its duties 
under this ordinance. 

All of the expenses of said Board, in¬ 
cluding the salaries of the members, 
shall be borne by the company. It shall 
pay the salary of the second member 
directly and one-half of the salary of 
the third member of the board. The 
salary of the first member of the board 
and one-half the salary of the third 
member of the board, together with the 
expenses of said board, shall be paid 
to the city to be directly paid to the 
parties entitled thereto by the city, pro¬ 
vided that in no case shall the expenses 
of said board, one year after the com¬ 
mencement of operation of said rail¬ 
way, exclusive of salaries of members, 
exceed one per cent of gross receipts. 

The first and second members of said 
hoard to be reappointed in the same 


manner respectively. The third mem¬ 
ber of such board in case of vacancy to 
be filled by the Mayor of the city and 
the president of the Company, or if 
they are unable to agree upon a person 
within 30 days after said vacancy, the 
vancany shall be filled by the Judges of 
the Court of Common Pleas No. One of 
Allegheny County or a majority there¬ 
of. The third member of the board shall 
he ex-officio chairman of the board, 
i Meetings of the board shall be held at 
least once a month and on the call of 
the chairman of the board, who shall 
call a meeting of the board upon request 
of either the Mayor or the president of 
the Company. 

A majority of said board shall at all 
times be authorized to exercise the 
powers conferred by this ordinance on 
said board. 

The said city or the Company may re¬ 
spectively at any time and, from time 
to time, remove its representative on 
said board. No removal or reappoint¬ 
ment shall take effect until written no¬ 
tice thereof has been given to the other 
party by the party making such removal 
or appointment. 

The said city and the Company may, 
at any time, and from time to time, 
remove the third member from said 
board. 

Was read. 

Mr. Knmbach moved 

To amend the section in the 
first line by striking out the words 
“twelve months” and by inserting in 
lieu thereof the words, “one month.” 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Kambnch moved 

To amend the section in line 6 
by inserting in the first blank space in 
said line the following: “appointed by 
the Mayor and the Company jointly.” 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Kanibach moved 

To amend the section in line 6 
by inserting in the second blank space 
in said line the words, “$15,000.00.” 

Which motion prevailed. 

And the section as amended was ap¬ 
proved. 

Section 4. That the consent hereby 
granted shall not become effective until 
this ordinance is accepted by the Com¬ 
pany in writing, which writing shall 
signify the intent of the Company to 
accept and perform all of the terms and 
conditions of this ordinance, and shall 
be filed with the City Controller within 
ninety (90) days after the passage and 
approval of this ordinance, together 
with a general plan showing proposed 
routes and also a bond with surety, ap¬ 
proved by the City Controller for $. 

to guarantee the preparation and filing 
of detail plans as hereinafter provided 
within twelve (12) months from the 
date of said acceptance. 

And upon the approval of said detail 
plans by the said board, the said com¬ 
pany shall within six (6) months there¬ 
after file with the City Controller a 
bond with surety, to be approved by the 
said Controller, in the sum of $250,- 
000.00, to guarantee the commencement 
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of the construction of said railway with¬ 
in sixty (60) days tnereafter, and the 
completion of twenty-five per centum in 
money value thereof at the expiration of 
each succeeding- year thereafter and the 
complete equipment of said railway, 
ready for operating within four (4) 
years after the commencement of con¬ 
struction, and if said company fails in 
any one or more of the said conditions, 
the said bond or bonds shall be forfeited 
to the City of Pittsburgh and this fran¬ 
chise shall become void and all rights 
Hereunder shall cease and terminate. 

Was read. 

Mr. It am bach moved 

To amend the section in line 7 
by inserting in the blank space the 
words *‘$100,000.00.” 

Mr. Mct'uitt' moved 

To amend the motion to make it 
read “$200,000.00.” 

Mr. moved 

To lay the motion as offered by 
Mr. McCaig’ on the table.

And the section as amended was ap¬ 
proved. 

Section 5. The Company shall pre¬ 
pare detail plans and specifications of 
the work which it proposes to immedi¬ 
ately construct and shall submit the 
same to the said Board of Supervising 
Engineers within twelve (12) months 
after its acceptance of this ordinance; 
the Company shall also, under the di¬ 
rection of the city, prepare detail plans 
and specifications lor tne necessary al¬ 
terations, relocations and reconstruction 
of sewers and other work made neces¬ 
sary by the construction of such under¬ 
ground railway, and submit the same to 
the board for its information and ap- 
pz oval. 

Was read. 

Mr. liamtxu’li moved 

To amend the section in line 3 
by striking out the word “within” and 
by inserting in lieu thereof the words, 
“from time to time as soon as prepared 
and not later than. ’ 

Which motion prevailed. 

And the section as amended was ap¬ 
proved. 

Section 6. All plans tor the construc¬ 
tion of the said railway, and appur¬ 
tenances, or any extension or modifica¬ 
tion thereof and all important contracts 
for said work, shall be submitted to the 
said board and approved by them be¬ 
fore any action is taken thereon by the 
Company. The said board shall deter¬ 
mine whether all or a, part only, of the 
line of railway set forth in Section 1 of 
this ordinance shall be constructed and 
the said board may, in its judgment, de¬ 
fer the construction of a portion of the 
said routes until in its judgment the in¬ 
creased traffic demands the construction 
of the remaining portion thereof, w'hen 
the said board shall have the powder, 


from time to time, to order the further 
completion of said routes within such 
time as it may deem proper. The re¬ 
quirements of Section 4 of this ordi¬ 
nance shall only apply to the construc¬ 
tion of such portion of routes as the 
said board may deem advisable as here¬ 
inbefore provided. All matter affecting 
or touching the operation of said rail¬ 
way or the administration of the affairs 
of the Company shall be subject to the 
inspection and approval of said board, 
and if in the discretion of said board, 
any expense incurred by said company 
is excessive or unreasonable, it may re¬ 
quire the said Company to pay the same 
out of its surplus capital and not out 
of the gross receipts of the Company. 
The said board shall also have power 
to recommend changes in the operation 
of cars, schedules and like matters, and 
all matters affecting the safety of the 
public in the use of said railway, and 
the Company shall comply therewith 
within the time specified in said orders. 

Was read. 

At this time President Gilliland called 
Mr. Kuhn to the Chair, and, taking the 
floor, stated that the ordinance did not 
seem to be complete, and it delegated 
the power to a board to give a franchise 
for a subway and not to Councils, and 
therefore moved 

That the bill be recommitted to 
the Committee on Corportions.

Permission is hereby given 
to the said Company by the city, in 
the constraction of its said w r ork, to 
alter, relocate and reconstruct at the 
expense of said Company, any and all 
work of other companies or individuals, 
or of the city, in accordance with the 
said plans approved by the Board of 
Supervising Engineers and the city, and 
in such manner as may be directed and 
approved by the said Board of Super¬ 
vising Engineers and the Director of 
the Department of Public Works, but 
alw : ays so as to interfere as little as 
may be possible with the use and opera¬ 
tion of such other works. 

Which was approved as read. 

Section 8. The said Company shall 
keep a detailed account of all of its ex¬ 
penditures, both of the construction, 
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s .juipment anti operation of the said 
i i 1-way, and of all of its financial deal¬ 
ings. The system and method of keep¬ 
ing such accounts to he subject to the 
iij-proval of the said Board of Supervis¬ 
ing Engineers, which said board, and 
al-o the Controller of the City of Pitts- 
b rgh shall have full power to inspect 
anti audit at all reasonable times the 
b. ;‘ks of said Company, 

’’lie Company shall, on or before the 
I'-rh day of April in each, year, prepare 
and file with the City Controller of said 
ci: y, annual reports for the preceding 
year, ending on the 31st day of January. 

> uch reports shall be in writing, veri- 
fn by the affidavit of the auditor of 
the Company, setting forth in reason- 
alfi' detail, according to forms pre- 
.sciibed by the board and approved by 
tin: Controller, the character and amount 
of business done by the Company for the 
year immediately preceding such report 
and the amount of receipts from, and 
the expenses of conducting the said 
business, and the said City Controller 
or accountants authorized by him under 
the direction of the Mayor or City Coun¬ 
cil of said city, shall have the right at 
all reasonable times to examine all the 
books, vouchers and records and receipts 
and expenditures of the Company for 
the purpose of ascertaining the accur¬ 
acy of the reports herein required and 
the rights of said city under this ordi¬ 
nance-. 

Which was approved as read. 

Section 9. Upon the completion of 
the said work, and any extensions there¬ 
of, the said Company shall certify to 
the said board, the aeruai cost of con¬ 
struction, which cost shall then be aud¬ 
ited by the said board and the amount 
of such cost as approved by them shall 
then be ce.tified to the Mayor and to 
the Company and shall, together with 
the amounts charged to capital, from 
time to time, as hereinafter provided, 
constitute the capital account for the 
purposes hereinafter provided. 

Cost of construction to include .all ad¬ 
ministration and engineering expenses 
incident to said work, which may be 
approved by said board, together with 
interest at five per cent per annum on 
the investment from time to time, up 
to the date when the Company actually 
commences the operation of cars. Also 
all sums paid by the company on ac¬ 
count of said Board of Supervising En¬ 
gineers and its expenses up to one year 
after the commencement of operation of 
:said railway; and thereafter all the ex¬ 
penses and salaries for the board shall 
be paid out of the operating expenses of 
the Company. 

In fixing the said cost of construction 
the said board shall include only the 
actual expenditures made upon the con¬ 
struction approved by said board, and 
shall not include any discounts on the 
sale of bonds or the cost of securing 
funds in the financing of said work. 

Which was approved as read. 

Section 10. The said Board of Super¬ 
vising Engineers shall every three 
months make a report in writing, or 
oftener, if they deem advisable, to the 
City Controller, of the amount of money 
.actually expended during the said period 


by the Company with the.approval of 
the said Board of Supervising Engineers, 
and shall specify in said report the 
amount which shall be charged to eon- 
stiuction and to capital account. 

Said Board of Supervising Engineers 
shall have powder to determine what 
work shall be treated as construction, 
reconstruction, equipment, re-equip¬ 
ment, extensions, new lines or additions 
to plant or property, to be paid for by 
the Company out of the capital funds 
to be provided by it for that purpose, 
and what shall be treated as mainte¬ 
nance, repairs and renewals to be paid 
for out of the gross receipts of the 
Company from the operation of the rail¬ 
way hereby authorized. 

The words “cost of construction” in 
this ordinance shall not include equip¬ 
ment; but the same shall be included, 
together with the “cost of construction,” 
in the words “capital account.” 

Which was approved as read. 

Section 11. The gross annual receipts 
of the Company shall be expended in the 
following order and for the following 
purposes: 

1, Interest on bonded indebtedness 
incurred in construction and equipment 
(whether incurred by the Company or 
by the city under one oi the alternative 
plans hereinafter referred to,), but not 
exceeding 5% per annum cumulative on 
115% of the capital account, said 
15% additional being added to cover cost 
of financing. 

2. Fifty per cent thereof cumulative, 
to cover;' 

(a) Operating expenses (including ad¬ 
ministration expenses, insurances, taxes, 
damages, maintenance, salaries and ex¬ 
penses of the Board of Supervising En¬ 
gineers). 

<b) Renewals. 

(c) Fund to offset cost of financing. 

(d) Reserve fund for contingencies. 

(e) Any surplus after providing for 
funds (a), (b), (c) and (d) to be added 
to the sinking fund Hereinafter men¬ 
tioned under paragraph 3 of this sec¬ 
tion, for purchase, improvement or ex¬ 
tensions. 

Whenever said fund (c), “Fund to off¬ 
set cost of financing,” is equal to 1% 
of the capital account, it shall be turned 
over to the Company and applied to the 
reduction of the 15% aforesaid, so that 
the Company shall not be entitled there¬ 
after to pay out on account of in¬ 
terest more than 5% per annum on 
114% of said capital .account, with like 
reductions from time to time until said 
15% is eliminated. 

The Board of Supervising Engineers 
shall apportion said 50% to the funds 
herein provided; provided that if the 
said Company fails to set aside 50% »f 
the gross annual receipts of the Com¬ 
pany for the purposes provided in para¬ 
graph 2 of this section, in any year 
after the tenth year xrom the commence¬ 
ment of the operation of said railway, 
then such failure shall constitute "a 
breach of the conditions of this ordi¬ 
nance.

The Company shall in no 
instance charge a fare in excess of 10 
cents per passenger for a continuous 
ride over the entire line of the subway, 
and whenever the income under para¬ 
graph 4 of Section 11 of this ordinance 
is equal to 2% of the capital account, as 
herein provided, the fare of said com¬ 
pany shall then be reduced if the fare 
then exceeds 5 cents per passenger for 
a continuous ride in the same general 
direction in said subway, within the city 
limits, or 7 cents per passenger when 
traveling upon a transfer with any other 
railway or railroad company, for a con¬ 
tinuous ride in the same general direc¬ 
tion within the city limits, to 5 cents 
and 7 cents respectively for said service.

Section 15. In case of any disagree¬ 
ment with its employees as to wages, 
or other matters, the Company agrees 
to submit the matters at issue to arbi¬ 
tration.

Section 16. No passes of any kind 
or description shall be issued or given 
to any person, and no persons except 
employees of the Company,, policemen 
and firemen, respectively, in full uni¬ 
form, shall be permitted to ride upon 
any car of the railway without the pay¬ 
ment of fare; provided, that the Com¬ 
pany may issue to its employees free 
tickets for use w r hile engaged in the per¬ 
formance of their duties, and may per¬ 
mit them to ride free w^hen wearing an 
official badge of the Company, conspicu¬ 
ously in view. The Company shall keep 
a record of the number of such free 
tickets and to whom issued. 

Which was approves as read. 

Section 17. That by its acceptance of 
the terms of this ordinance, the Com¬ 
pany shall be deemed to have admitted 
and agreed for itself and its successors, 
lessees and assigns, tl) that the con¬ 
sideration of this grant is to render 
good and efficient service in the trans¬ 
portation of passenger s, (2) that those 
por tions of the public streets and high¬ 
ways occupied by it shall be and re¬ 
main public highways without diminu¬ 
tion of the control of the municipal 
authorities over them, and (3) that the 
Company, its successors, lessees and as¬ 
signs shall at all times save the city 
harmless from any and all loss, injury 
and damage to the surface of streets and 
highways and to persons and property

or its assigns all tne privileges’ and 
powers provided for it in the plan so 
adopted, the said four plans being as 
follows, to wit: 

(1) The First Alternative Plan: 
Such underground railway to be con¬ 
structed for the city and at its cost, to 
be owned by the city, and to be equipped* 
and operated by the Company as lessee; 


in which case provision shall be made 

(a) for the payment *oy the city of the 
cost of construction under such con¬ 
struction contract as may be let by, the 
Company and approved by the Mayor 
and by the said Board of Engineers, and 

(b) for the absolute conveyance to the 
city of the railway so constructed, and 

(c) for a lease to the Company, or its 
assigns for operation for a term of 
fifty years. 

(2) The Second Alternative Plan; 
Such underground railway to be con¬ 
veyed to the city subject to the lien of 
construction bonds, ill consideration of 
the city’s guaranty of due payment of 
interest on such bonds, and to be equip- 
:»ed and operated by the Company as 
essee; in which case due provision shall 

be made (a) for such conveyance and 
guaranty before the oeginning of con¬ 
struction, as well as (D) for a lease to 
the Company or its assigns for opera¬ 
tion for a term of fifty years: 

(3) The Third Alternative Plan: Such 
underground railway to be constructed 
by the city otherwise than by contract 
with the Company, but to be leased to 
the Company for operation: in which 
case provision shall be made (a) for the 
surrender of this franchise to construct 
such railway, and (b? ror the operation 
thereof for a term of fifty years by the 
Company or its assigns, but (c) with 
a reservation to the city of the right to 
giant trackage rights to other passen¬ 
ger railways with the approval of the 
said Board of Engineers; such trackage 
rights, however, if granted at all, to he 
on such terms as will secure to the Com¬ 
pany a due proportionate payment of 
cost of maintenance and a fair rental as 
for a sub-lease: 

(4) The Fourth Alternative Plan: 
Such underground railway to be con¬ 
structed and maintained by the city, 
and leased for operation to others than 
the Company; in which case provision 
shall be made for the conveyance to 
the city of all rights and franchises of 
the Company: 

Provided always, that if the city, 
having acquired such powers, shall elect 
to adopt any of the said alternative 
plans of such nature as to relieve the 
Company of its undertaking to con¬ 
struct such railway, then the city must 
first pay to the company all expenses 
of engineering and organization hereto¬ 
fore incurred, and all bona fide cost and 
expense hereafter incurred by it in car¬ 
rying out the privileges, purposes and 
powers conferred by this ordinance, to 
the time of such election of the City, 

* with . per cent added thereto; 

by which payment the city shall acquire 
and take over for its own use all sur¬ 
veys, maps and plans of the company; 
and 

Provided further, that in any of the 
cases in which under the said alterna¬ 
tive plans a lease is made to the com¬ 
pany or its assigns tne rental reserved 
shall be the annual or semi-annual sum 
necessary to pay the interest on bonds 
charged upon the property so leased. 

In case the first, second or third al¬ 
ternative i>lan above provided for should 
be adopted by the city, the provisions of 
this ordinance relating to the creation. 
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powers, duties and rights of the Board 
of Supervising Engineers shall continue; 
and also the provisions of Section 11, 
paragraphs (1) and (4), except the pro¬ 
vision relating to a fund to cover cost 
of financing; and the lease to said com¬ 
pany shall provide for a rental sufficient 
to pay the interest on the cost of con¬ 
struction, commencing within five years 
from the beginning or operation of such 
railway, subject to tne penalty of for¬ 
feiture for failure to make such pay¬ 
ment; and such lease shall also provide 
for the payment of any accumulated de¬ 
ficiency of rental of the first five years, 
out of net earnings of succeeding years, 
and shall contain a provision for the set¬ 
ting aside of a sinking fund, commenc¬ 
ing not later than fifteen years after the 
beginning of operation of such railway, 
of one per cent annually on the cost of 
construction. In any case the equipment 
of such railway shall be supplied by the 
company; and in addition to the said 
provisions the requirements of Sections 
12%, 13%, 14, 15, 18, 19 and 20 of this 
ordinance shall also be complied with by 
the company.

(2) Second Alternative Plan: Such 
underground railway to be financed and 
constructed by the City itself or by con¬ 
tracts therefor let to the lowest and best 
responsible bidder or bidders. 

(3) Third Alt rnative Plan: Such 
undei ground railway to be constructed 
and equipped by the Company and to be 
conveyed, leased or otherwise trans¬ 
ferred to the City subject to the lien of 
the construction bonds issued by the 
Company, the payment of interest on 
such construction bonds to be guaran¬ 
teed by the City before the beginning 
of construction. 

Under any of the three foregoing 
plans provision shall also be made for a 
lease to the Company for operation for a 
period of 50 years, and the provisions 
of this ordinance relating to the crea¬ 
tion, powers and duties of the Board of 
Supervising Engineers ana to the Con¬ 
troller shall apply to the operation of 
said underground railway so far as ap¬ 
plicable to a lease. 

Under plans 1 and 2 the construction 
shall include everything m the way of 
construction and equipment except roll¬ 
ing stock, w r hich shall be supplied bv 
the Company. 

Jn case of such lease the provisions 
of Section 11 of this ordinance, except 
as herein provided, shall constitute the 
financial obligations of the lessee Com¬ 
pany; except that all provisions as to . 
cost of financing or allowance therefor 
shall be eliminated, and thai where the 
equipment as herein provided is sup¬ 
plied by the Company provision shall be 
made for payment of interest on indebt¬ 
edness incurred thereror in addition to 


the provisions for interest under Section 
11, paragraph 1. If the Company fails 
to pay the annual sum provided for in 
Section 11, paragraph 1, of this ordi¬ 
nance after the fifth year, or within 30 
days after due it shall be a breach of 
the conditions of the lease and shall sub¬ 
ject the Company to a forfeiture of said 
lease. 

The annual provision for sinking fund' 
made in paragraph 3, section 11, shall 
commence not later tnan 15 years after 
the commencement of operation of said 
railway, and any accumulated deficiency 
in such fund shall be made up from 
year to year as the earnings of the Com¬ 
pany may warrant and may be deter¬ 
mined by the Board ot Supervising En¬ 
gineers. 

In addition to the said provisions the 
requirements of Sections 13, 15, 16, 17, 
18, 19 and 20 of this ordinance shall also 
be complied with by tne Company. 

Provision shall also be made for the 
acquisition by the City of the equipment 
supplied by the Company upon the ter¬ 
mination of the lease at its then ap¬ 
praised value. 

(4) Fourth Alternative Plan: Such 
underground railw r ay to be constructed 
and maintained by the City, and leased 
for operation to others than the Com¬ 
pany; in which case provision shall he 
made for the conveyance to the City of 
all rights and franchises of the Com¬ 
pany ; 

Provided always, that if the City, 
having acquired such powers, shall elect 
to adopt any of tiie said alternative 
plans of such nature as to relieve the 
Company of its undertaking to con¬ 
struct such railway, then the City must 
first pay to the Company all expenses of 
engineering and organization heretofore 
incurred, and all bona fide cost and ex¬ 
pense hereafter incurred by it for carry¬ 
ing out the privileges, purposes and 
powers conferred by this ordinance, to 
the time of such election of the City, 
with 10% added thereto; by which pay¬ 
ment the City will acquire and take over 
for its own use all surveys, maps, plans 
and other data of the Company.

Director Gumbert, of (the Department 
of Charities, being called upon, arose 
and said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen:— 
I am glad to .have this opportunity to 
thank you. The only complaint I have 
is that you haven’t bothered me enough. 
We have taken care of every case you 
have brought to us -and were* glad to* be 
able to do so. 

“I wish you all Godspeed.” 

Mr. Hawkins, the City Assessor, being 
called upon, said: 

“I don’t know r that X can add any¬ 
thing to the words that have already 
been said. There is oniy one word 1 
wish to say, and that 'is that I have a 
particular liking for this body. Having 
once been a member of Councils, I know 
some of the difficulties you have to con¬ 
tend wiith, and L know that it is with 
a feeling of relief that a good many of 
you will be relieved of your official du¬ 
ties, especially when you received no 
remuneration. 1 only hope that the nine 
men succeeding you will be as -capable 
and efficient as this body has been. 

“Gentlemen, I thank you.” 

Mr. Oursler, Superintendent of the Bu¬ 
reau of Supplies, being called upon, said: 

"I hope you will excuse me, as 
I am out of my class, I hope you will 
bear with me, and some time again I’ll 
try to do my duty.” 

Mr. Robinson, Assistant City Solicitor, 
was called upon and said: 

“T am inclined to thank you for 
calling on me, as 1 wanted to say a 
few words. I don’t think the people of 
Pittsburgh have fully appreciated what 
the men in Councils have tried to do. 
You know the fact is you have tried to 
-run a machine with too many wheels. 
You know a w^agon which has too many 
wheels will not run well. Too many 
wheels on a wagon would not succeed 
so well as you have, hut I believe all 
the wheels of the wagon have tried to 
tlo their part. If you have not succeeded 
as well as you might it has been t'he 
fault of the system and because the 
machinery was wrong. X only hope that 
the men appointed on the Commission 
will try to do their duty as well and 
with the public spirit displayed by 
Councils at the present time. I thank 
you.” 
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Mr. Diamond, Assistant City Solicitor, 
■being called upon said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Members of 
Councils:—I didn’t expect to be called 
upon, a's I considered this department 
(had been well represented. So far as I 
am concerned, I believe I can truthfully 
say that I am intimately acquainted 
with almost every membr of Councils, 
or at last 90 per cent of them, and I 
have the honor of saying that I never 
knew as a body a more intelligent and 
more courteous class of men. You have 
done your work well, and so far as en¬ 
thusiasm in your work is concerned, so 
far as fidelity -to do it and intelligence 
of effort is concerned, there will never 
be any men looking after the interests 
of the city who will do better.” 

A. E. Anderson, Counsel for the Pub¬ 
lic Defense Association, was called upon 
and said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen:— 
I deem it to be quite an (honor to be 
asked to say a word. While I have crit¬ 
icized the practiceis in Councils, it has 
been entirely from a standpoint of busi¬ 
ness in conducting the business of the 
city and always based upon the thought 
that you gentlemen were asked to come 
here and perform an impracticability. 
Without any compensation you had to 
handle the business of a city of over 
500,000 inhabitants and a real estate val¬ 
uation of $7 51,000,000; that you had (to 
treat this as a side line to your regular 
work. However, you considered and 
thought that you were performing your 
duty faithfully to the best of your 
ability. 

“In fact, you gentlemen had to consider 
matters involving bond money amount¬ 
ing to millions of dollars, and you 
passed upon -them intelligently under 
the circumstances. You did your duty 
as you assumed it under your oath of 


office and which under the practices it 
has been specially provided for. 

“There have been more or less un.ju«t 
criticism passed upon Councils for care¬ 
less ness and negligence of duty th t is 
•hardly just criticism. 1 am free to say 
that so far as you have been able P go 
that matters have been attended as 'air¬ 
ly as could be attended to; and you 
have passed upon obligations of the 11 ty 
of Pittsburgh amounting to millions of 
dollars as you would in your own '»usi- 
ness, 

"Our criticisms of your actions lave 
been just and entirely in the line o. as¬ 
sisting and placing the business o’ the 
city on a better level, a-s we did in the 
recent sale of bonds, which brought a 
larger premium than any other oond 
sale in the history of the city. 

“Need I say you attended to business of 
this kind with the handicap of at rend¬ 
ing to your -regular work, and you had 
a sincerity of purpose that Is worthy of 
the appreciation of the public at large.” 

Mr. S. Ch Lennox, member of Select 
Council from the Ninth ward, was '-ailed 
upon and said: 

"Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of 
Select Council:—I suppose I am the old¬ 
est member of Select Council here to¬ 
night, and it is with sorrow that [ sep¬ 
arate from my friends at this time, I 
know and appreciate, as Mr. Anderson 
has .said, that we did the best we could 
under the circumstances, and have al¬ 
ways endeavored to fulfill our duties 
conscientiously and to the best inter¬ 
ests of the city and our constituents. I 
thank you one and all.” 

Mr. Hooper moved 

That Council do now adjourn. 

Which motion prevailed.

A N ORDINANCE — Regulating the 
construction of privy vaults and 
cesspools, the disinfection, disposal 
and removal of their contents; and pre¬ 
scribing penalties for violations thereof. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same, That 
no privy vault, sink or cesspool shall 
hereafter be built, in 'the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, except 'by permission of the De¬ 
partment of Public Health, and in ac¬ 
cordance with its directions; nor shall 
any building or cover be placed over 
any isuch vault, sink or cesspool until 
the same has been inspected by an of¬ 
ficer *of the department and found to be 
in accordance with the permit granted. 
All privy vaults hereafter made shall 
be of brick or stone, laid in cement, and 
of such dimensions as to contain at 
least fifty cubic feet for every family 
or group of five persons using the same 
and such vaults shall be constructed 
as to be conveniently cleaned, and shall 
be made and maintained in such manner 
as to prevent the contents thereof from 
escaping. No privy vault or cesspool 
hereafter shall be built except on such 
places where 'there cannot be had any 
connection with -a public sewer, or with 
the public or other constant water serv¬ 
ice, and no privy vault or cesspool shall 
be built or maintained except upon 
premises which will permit their loca¬ 
tion at a distance of at least fifteen feet 
fro-m any adjoining buildings used for 
human occupation or for the storage of 
human /food, and at least fifteen feet 
distant from the several lot lines of the 
lot on which the same is placed or the 
lines of any street adjoining such lot, 
or in case of lot less than thirty-four 
feet, vault to be placed midway upon 
the lot. In cases where the provisions 
of this Ordinance do not allow privy 
vaults, there shall be provided for all 
premises on which there are houses or 
other buildings used for human habita¬ 
tion, either for business, meeting or 
dwelling purposes, a water closet, or a 
suitable number thereof, as determined 
by the Department of Public Health. 

Section 2. Whenever any vault, privy 
or drain becomes offensive or obstructed, 
the owner, agent or occupant of the 
property where situated shall clean or 
repair the same forthwith. No privy 
vault shall be cleaned, emptied or re¬ 


moved without a special permit from 
the Department of Public Health, ex¬ 
cept by licensed scavenger. Whenever 
notified that any privy is offensive and 
needs cleaning the department shall 
notify the owner, agent or -occupant of 
the -property where .situated -to clean the 
same within a period named in said 
notice. In case no owner or agent can 
be found in the city, the department 
shall cause such offensive vault to be 
cleaned or abolished. If the said owner, 
agent or occupant neglects or refuses to 
comply with the order, the department 
may cause s-aid vault, privy or drain to 
be removed, altered or repaired, as it 
may deem expedient, at the expense of 
said -owner, agent or occupant. 

Any scavenger engaged in this work 
must not leave his place of business 
with wagons before 10 o'clock p. m., and 
must return and be off the street and 
at his place of business by 6 o'clock a. 
m. of the next day. 

Section 3. The cleaning, emptying 
and removing of the contents of privy 
vaults shall be done in an inoffensive 
manner, and any scavenger having be¬ 
gun any such work shall, without in¬ 
terruption or delay, finish the same, and 
shall in every instance leave the privy 
in as good condition upon the vault as 
when the work was undertaken. The 
contents of the privy vaults so removed 
shall be conveyed to such places as ap¬ 
proved by -the Department of Public 
Health in tight -receptacles and disposed 
of, according to the directions of the 
Department of Public Health herein¬ 
after provided for. The contents of any 
privy vault or cesspool shall not be 
transported 'through the streets except 
in a manner to prevent the said contents 
from being agitated or exposed in the 
open air unless the department shall so 
permit in writing. 

Section 4. During the prevalence of 
epidemics or contagious diseases, all pu¬ 
trid and offensive matter and all night- 
soil and the contents of sinks, privies, 
vaults or cesspools, before their removal 
or exposure, shall be disinfected and ren¬ 
dered inoffensive by the owner, lessee 
or occupant of the premises where sit¬ 
uated when deemed necessary by the 
department, and if not so done, then said 
disinfecting may be done by the con¬ 
tractor who removes the same; and the 
person, no-t being such tenant, owner or 
occupant, who shall so disinfect or re¬ 
move the same, -shall be entitled to de¬ 
mand and receive a compensation to he 
fixed by the department and paid by 
such tenant, owner or occupant. 

Section 5. No person -shall at any 
time, in the City of Pittsburgh, deposit 
any slops, liquid of any -offensive kind, 
garbage, contents of sinks, privy or cess¬ 
pool, manure, offal, or anything which 
can become offensive to human beings 
or detrimental to public health, upon 
any street, 1-o-t or vacant place; nor de¬ 
posit in any vault, privy, sink or cess¬ 
pool, any offal, meat, fish or garbage; 
nor shall any slops or kitchen waste, or 
wash water from yard or laundry be 
permitted to run between houses, or on 
alley or street, or into any privy, or 
cesspool; provided, however, that man¬ 
ure may be placed on private lands for 
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the purpose of fertilizing- in those parts 
of the city tha-t are not built up, if no 
nuisance results therefrom. 

Section 6. Any person or persons who 
shall fail, neglect, or refuse to comply 
with, or who sh-all violate any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance, shall, 
upon conviction thereof in a summary 
proceeding before any Alderman or 
Police Magistrate in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, be sentenced to pay a tine of not 
more than fifty dollars ($50), and in 
default of payment thereof to be im¬ 
prisoned in the county jail for a period 
of not more than thirty days. 

Section 7. That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance conflicting with the pro¬ 
visions of this Ordinance be and the 
same is hereby repealed, so far as the 
same affects this Ordinance.

Railway Company and the Ml Wash¬ 
ington Street Railway Cornpan: did, by 
articles of consolidation and merger, 
dated the 30th day of March, A. D. 1903, 
consolidate and merge together under 
the name of the Mt. Washington Street 
Railway Company and, 

Whereas, The said Mt. Washington 

Street Railway Company has constructed 
its double tracks over that portion of 
the route of the Sycamore Street Rail¬ 
way Company hereinbefore mentioned, 
beginning at Water street and Smith- 
field street, thence extending along and 
over the lower side of the said bridge, 
and the approaches thereto, etc.; and, 

Whereas, The said Mt. Washington

And 
for the true and faithful payment of 
the principal of this bond and the semi¬ 
annual interest thereon, as aforesaid, 
the faith, honor, credit and property of 
the said City of Pittsburgh are hereby 
pledged. 

This bond is one of a series of bonds, 
amounting in the aggregate to twenty- 
five thousand dollars ($25,000), issued 
by the City of Pittsburgh for valid mu¬ 
nicipal purposes, by virtue and in pur¬ 
suance of an Act of the General As¬ 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania entitled "An Act to regulate 
the manner of increasing the indebted' 
ness of municipalities, to provide for 
the redemption of the same, and to im¬ 
pose penalties for the illegal increase 
thereof,” approved April 20, 187 4, and 


the several supplements and amen ; 
ments thereof; and an Act of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of the Commonwealth « f 
Pennsylvania entitled “An Act for t )...» 
government of cities of the secor. i 
class,” approved March 7, 1901, and tto- 
supplements and amendments t-herec ; 
and an Act of ‘the General Assembly : f 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania en¬ 
titled “An Act to authorize the regis: y 
or transfer of certain bonds,” approved 
May 1, 1873; and by virtue of an Ord¬ 
nance of the City of Pittsburgh entith'd 
“An Ordinance- authorizing and dim i- 
ing an increase in the indebtedness >-f 
the City of Pittsburgh in the sum of 
twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,00"), 
and providing for the iss.ue and sale >f 
onds of said city in said amount to p’ o- 
vide funds for the purpose of paying 
the additional amount required for ifte 
construction of a public bridge on Ath¬ 
erton avenue, crossing the right-of-way 
of the Pittsburgh Junction Railroad, 
caused by a change in material from 
steel to concrete, and providing for the 
redemption of said bonds and the pay¬ 
ment of interest thereon,” duly enacted 
by the Select and Common Councils 
thereof, and approved by the Mayor 

thereof .. and duly re- 

coided and published in the manner 
provided by law, authorizing and direct¬ 
ing the same. 

It is hereby certified that every re¬ 
quirement of law affecting the issue 
hereof has been duly complied with; 
that poiivison has been made for the 
collection of an annual tax sufficient to 
pay the interest and also the principal 
hereof at maturity; that the total 
amount of indebtedness of the City of 
Pittsburgh, created without the consent 
of the electors thereof, including the 
entii e issue of the above mentioned 
bonds aggregating twenty-five thousand 
dollars ($25,000), of which this bond is 
one, is less than two per centum of tlie 
last preceding assessed valuation of the 
taxable property therein; and the entire 
indebtedness of the City of Pittsburgh, 
including the entire issue of the above 
mentioned bonds, of which this bond as 
one, is less than seven per centum of 
the last preceding assessed valuation 
of the taxable property, therein; and 
that this bond and 'the debt created 
thereby are within every debt and other 
limit prescribed by the Constitution and 
laws of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl¬ 
vania.

A H ORDINANCE — Regulating the 
construction, alteration and veri- 
tNation of tenement and other dwelling 
Jo uses; and providing for the safety of 
t: inhabitants thereof; and prescrib¬ 

ing penalties for the violation of the 
S;' me. 

Section 1. Jle it ordained and enacted by 
th< Cdy of Pittsburgh in Select and Common 
Canned# assembled, and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same, That 
n tenement house” is a. house or build- 
ing, or portion thereof, which is‘ (a) 
it; (ended or designated to be occupied, 
or (b) leased for occupation, or (c) ac¬ 
tually occupied as a home or residence 
for three or more families living in sep- 
Miute apartments and doing their cook¬ 
ing upon the premises. 

Section 2. Whenever the occupant or 
occupants of any apartment in any. ten¬ 
ement house in the City of Pittsurgh 
prepare or cook, or cause to be cooked, 
any of his or their meals or food in his 
or their apartment, or anywhere upon 
the premises, by any manner or device 
whatever, it shall be taken to mean 
“doing their cooking upon the prem¬ 
ises.” 

Section 3. An “apartment” is a room 
or suite of -two or more .rooms occupied 
or leased for occupation, or intended 
or designed to be occupied, as a family 
domicile. Any such room or suite of 
rooms in any tenement house, occupied, 
or intended or designated to he occu¬ 
pied, as a home for one or more per¬ 
sons doing his or their cooking (as 
above set forth),' shall be taken to 
mean an “apartment.” 

Section 4. “Basement” is a • story 
partly, -but not more than one-half, be¬ 
low the level of the street or ground 
adjacent to;or adjoining ithe same, and 
“cellar” is a story more than one-half 
below the level of the street or ground 
adjacent to or adjoining the same. 
Where the grade of a street adjacent to 
or of ground surrounding a tenement 
house, or a dwelling house not a tene¬ 
ment house, varies, the mean or average 
g arte of such street or ground shall be 
regarded as the grade of such street or 
ground, within, the meaning of this Or¬ 
dinance. 

Section 5. A story more than one- 
half below' the level of the street or 
ground adjoining the same, on one or 
more sides, and one or more sides of 
which adjoins a cellar in the same 
house or the cellar in an adjoining 
house or building, suc-h cellar or cellars 
so adjoining shall be regarded as ground 
in determining the grade of the street 
or ground adjoining such story. 

Section 6. In no tenement house or 
other dwelling house in the City of 
Pittsburgh shall any room or apart¬ 
ment in the cellar be hereafter con¬ 
structed, altered, converted, leased or 
occupied for living purposes; and no 


room or apartment in the basement of 
any such building shall be constructed, 
altered, converted, leased or occupied 
for living purposes unless the following 
conditions be complied with, viz; 

1. Every room shall be at least eight 
feet six inches high in every part fiom 
floor to ceiling. 

2. Every such room .shall have a 
window or windows opening upon the 
street, or upon a yard or court, having 
a sectional area of not less than one 
hundred square feet. The total area of 
the windows in such room shall be at 
least one-eighth of the floor area of the 
room, and one-half of the sash shall he 
made to open full width, and the top 
of each window shall be within six 
inches of the ceiling. 

3. There shall be appurtenant to 
every such room or apartment a water- 
closet, conforming in design, materials 
and construction to the building and 
health regulations of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. The use of a room or an apart¬ 
ment, or fparit thereof, whether used for- 
cooking or as a sleeping room or living 
room or as a sole dwelling apartment 
or .home or habitation, shall be regarded 
as use “for living purposes” within the 
meaning of this Ordinance. 

Section 7. No person having the 
right and power to prevent the same 
shall knowingly cause or permit any 
person to sleep or remain in any cellar, 
or in any bath room, or in any room 
where there is a water-closet, or in any 
place dangerous or prejudicial to life 
or health, by reason of want of ventila¬ 
tion or drainage, or by reason of the 
presence of any poisonous, noxious, or 
offensive odors or substance, or other¬ 
wise. 

Any notice or order from the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, of the City of 
Pittsburgh, to permanently discontinue 
the use of a cellar or a room in a 
cellar for living purposes shall not be 
deemed complied with until all evidence 
of such use of such cellar or cellar 
room be permanently removed. 

Section 8. All such basements, used 
for' living purposes, shall be specially 
subject to examination by the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health of the City of 
Pittsburgh, and if found to be damp 
or otherwise unfit for habitation, the 
owners thereof or their agents shall be 
required to put the same in proper 
condition or the owner or occupant to 
abandon the same for living purposes. 
No basement shall be occupied for liv¬ 
ing purposes without a written permit 
from the Department of Health indi¬ 
cating that all conditions herein pre¬ 
scribed have been complied with and the 
room or rooms found upon examination 
to be fit for habitation; said permit to 
be kept at all times readily accessible 
in said room or rooms. If such permit 
be refused by the department, the rea¬ 
sons for such refusal shall be stated by 
the department in writing and a copy 
thereof kept in proper book in oiflee 
of sadd department, which l>ook vshall 
be accessible to the public. 

Section 9. No room (other than base¬ 
ment rooms, provision for which is made 
in Sections 4, 5, 6 and 7 of this Ordi¬ 
nance) in .any house hereafter to be 









erected or constructed or altered into 
a tenement house, or other dwelling- 
house, shall be leased or occupied for 
living purposes unless it contains at 
least one window having a superficial 
area of not less than one-tenth of the 
floor area of the room, which window 
opens upon a street or alley, or upon 
a yard or court having a sectional area 
of not less than one hundred square 
feet; the upper half of said window 
shall open full width and the top of 
at least one window be six inches from 
the ceiling. In any now existing tene*- 
ment house or other dwelling house, no 
room shall be so leased or occupied 
unless it contains a window complying 
with the foregoing provisions, opening 
upon a street or alley, or upon a yard 
or court having a sectional area of not 
less than twenty-five square feet; or 
unless -such room in an existing house 
adjoins another room in the same apai t- 
ment, which other room has such a win¬ 
dow opening upon such a street, alley, 
yard or court, and between which two 
adjoining rooms there is a sash window 
having at least fifteen square feet of 
glazed surface, the upper half of which 
is made to open easily. 

An alcove or alcove room shall be 
deemed a separate room unless 20 per 
cent of its entire wall surface opens to 
a habitable room and every alcove so 
constructed shall be counted as to its 
floor area, as a part of the room with 
which it is connected; provided that 
this porvision shall .not interfere with 
pilasters or decorated effects projecting 
not more than eighteen inches from the 
plane of the wall. 

Section 10, In every tenement house 
all public hallways and stairways shall 
be properly lighted and ventilated by 
a window or windows opening directly 
to the external air; unless sufficient 
light and ventilation are otherwise pro¬ 
vided, in a manner approved by the De¬ 
partment of Public Health, of ithe City 
of Pittsburgh. 

Every owner of a tenement house, or 
part thereof, shall keep the public hall¬ 
ways and stairways thereof promptly 
and adequately lighted, from sunset to 
sunrise throughout the year. 

A “public hall” is a hall, corridor, or 
passageway not within an apartment. 

Section 11. No room in any tenement 
house or other dwelling house shall be 
leased or occupied for living, pui poses 
unless it be of such dimensions as to 
contain at lease seven hundred cubic 
feet of air, nor unless every part of 
the finished ceiling of such room be at 
least eight feet distant from every part 
of the unished floor theieof: Provided, 
That an attic room need be eight feet 
high in but one-half of its area. 

Section 12. No room in any tene¬ 
ment house or other dwelling house 
shall be so occupied that the allowance 
of air to each person living in such 
room shall, at any time, be less than 
four hundred cubic feet for each per¬ 
son more than twelve years old, and 
two hundred cubic feet for each person 
of twelve years or under. 

Section 13. In all tenement houses 
hereafter erected, whenever a connec¬ 
tion with the city water main is in any 


w r ay possible {and of this possibilit 
the Department of Public Health of tl- 
City of Pittsburgh shall be sole judg> 
there shall be an independent w'at* 
supply and at least one sink for evei 
tenement or suite of rooms; and 
every now' existing tenement house, < 
house that may be hereafter convert 1 ’ 
into a tenement house, there shall 
on every floor at least one proper sin . 
with running water, accessible to ; i 
the tenements of that floor, wit-ho - 
passing through any other apartme: . 
if there be no such sink in each apa. - 
ment; and the space under all sin 
shall have no woodwork enclosing !.*.-■ 
same, but shall be left entirely open. 

In every tenemtn house the wa- =* 
supply appliances shall be so ma - 
tained and operated that a sufficient a- l 
adequate water supply shall be recei . I 
and distributed to every apartment a ad 
to every plumbing fixture in said tea *- 
ment house, at all hours of the day or 
night. 

Section 14. In every tenement hom e 
hereafter to be erected, whenever a con¬ 
nection with a public sewer is in any 
way possible (and of this possibility 
the Department of Public Health of the 
City of Pittsurgh shall be the sale 
judge), there shall be one water-closet 
for every tenement or suite of rooms 
which has its own independent hall¬ 
way, so separated that its rooms do not 
open into or connect with any other 
rooms; and in tenement houses so con¬ 
structed that a tenement may consist 
of a single room or of two rooms, there 
shall be at least one water-closet for 
every three rooms; provided, that in 
the case of buildings existing at the 
date of those regulations, which shall 
hereafter be altered into tenement 
houses, there shall be one water-closet 
for six rooms, but not less than one for 
each floor. In every now existing tene¬ 
ment house, there shall be (subject to 
the possibility of connection with public 
sewer as above set forth) at least one 
water closet for every two apartments. 
Every water-closet shall be separated 
from every other water-closet and shall 
have an entrance entirely independent 
of the entrance to every other water- 
closet. And every such water closet 
shall be properly ventilated in accord¬ 
ance with the regulations governing the 
same already in force. When necessary 
(and of this necessity the said Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health shall be the 
judge), such w'ater-closets may be lo¬ 
cated in the yard. Wherever located, 
the said water-closets shall conform in 
design, materials and construction to 
the building and health regulations of 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

Section 15. Every water-closet in 
any tenement house shall have a separ¬ 
ate and independent entrance, and must 
be properly and entirely enclosed. Such 
water-closet shall not be located in nor 
have direct communication with a 
kitchen or dining room; nor shall such 
w^ater-closet be located in a room or 
compartr/ient which has not direct com¬ 
munication with the external air, either 
by window or by air shaft; provided, 
that any such water-closet which shall 
be provided for or intended to serve 
more than one family, shall not be lo- 
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flpi'sd in nor communicate directly with 
ar . room used for living- purposes, and 
must be accessible to the families which 
it ‘ urves without passing in or /through 
arr other apartment. 

- otion 16. Every tenement house or 
ot’-er dwelling house and every part 
th* .oof, shall be kept in good repair 
and shall be clean and free from any 
ae< emulations of dirt, filth or garbage, 
or ther matter, in or on the same, or 
in iie yards, courts, passages, areas or 
alleys connected with or belonging to 
tin- same. 

Suction 17. The owner of a tenement 
home or other dwelling house shall 
kei ■ in good repair the roof and sky- 
ligb.. so that rain water shall not enter 
into the building; and all rain water 
she : ' be so drained and conveyed there¬ 
from as to prevent it from dripping on 
the ground, or causing dampness in the 
wnl' . ceilings or floors. 

Section 18. All sinks and "water - 
closets -in such tenement house or other 
<1 welling house shall be kept in good re¬ 
pair and sanitary condition at all times. 
All doors, stairs, porches, handrails and 
guaid-ails, doois, windows, blass, shut¬ 
ters, fire escapes, balconies, walls, ceil¬ 
ings. chimneys, walks and pavements, 
sewers and drains, or any part or fix¬ 
ture belonging to or connected with any 
such tenement house, or other dwelling 
-house, must be kept in good repair and 
safe condition at all times. 

Section 19. The owner, agent, lessee 
or occupant of a tenement house or part 
thereof, or other dwelling house or part 
thereof, shall thoroughly cleanse all the 
rooms, passages, stairs, floors, windows, 
doors, walls,, ceilings, halls, roofs, cel¬ 
lars, privies, water-closets, drains, and 
all other parts or fixtures belonging to 
or connected with the same to the sat¬ 
isfaction of the Department of Public 
Health of the City of Pittsburgh, and 
shall keeip the said parts clean and in 
sanitary condition at all times. 

Section 20. No person shall place any 
filth, urine or fecal matter in any place 
in a tenement house, or other dwelling 
house, other than the place provided for 
the same; nor keep urine or fecal mat¬ 
ter or garbage in his apartment or on 
his premises such length of time as to 
create a nuisance. 

Section 21. No wall paper shall be 
placed upon a wall or ceiling of any 
tenement house or other dwelling house 
unless all wall paper be first removed 
therefrom and the said w r all or ceiling 
thoroughly cleansed, whenever required 
by the Department otf Public Health of 
th-e Oi'ty of Pittsburgh. 

Section 22. All filthy and dirty walls 
and ceilings of any tenement house, or 
dwelling house, including the 
walls and ceilings of the cellar thereof, 
shall be thoroughly cleansed and white¬ 
washed whenever required by the De¬ 
partment of Public Health of the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

Section 23. No person shall spit on 
the floor or walls of the public halls, 
nor on the stairs, in any tenement 
house; and such halls and stairs shall 
be kept clean and free from filth, and 
from noxious or offensive odors, at all 
times. Nor shall any obstruction or en¬ 


cumbrance be placed or remain in any 
such halls or passageways or stairs, in 
any such tenement house. 

Section 24. No horse, cow, swine, pig, 
sheep, goat or poultry shall be kept in 
any tenement house, or other dwelling 
house, and no tenement house nor part 
thereof, or other dwelling house or part 
thereof, shall -be used as a stable or for 
the storage of anything dangerous to 
lif-e, or detrimental to health; nor shall 
any explosive, inflammable or combusti¬ 
ble thing be placed or stored under any 
stairway in any tenement house. 

Section 25. No tenement house nor 
any part thereof, and no other dwelling 
house nor any part thereof, shall be 
used for the storage of hay, straw, ex¬ 
celsior, cotton, or any combustible thing 
or substance, nor for the storage or 
handling of rags; and no tenement house 
or part thereof, or other dwelling house 
or part thereof, shall be used for the 
carrying on or exercising of any nox¬ 
ious or offensive trade, occupation or 
business, nor for any purpose (other 
•than living purposes) that would cause 
conditions dangerous to life or detri¬ 
mental to health. 

Section 26. Every owner of a tene¬ 
ment house and every lessee of the 
whole house, or other person having 
control of a tenement house, shall file 
with the Department of Public Health 
of the City of Pittsburgh, a notice con¬ 
taining his name and address, and the 
name of his authorized -resident agent, 
and also a description of the propeity 
by street number or otherwise, as the 
case may be; and also the number of 
apartments in -each house, the number 
of rooms in each apartment, the number 
of families occupying and to occupy 
apartments, and the uacres, business, or 
occupations carried on therein. In case 
of transfer of any tenement house, in 
the City of Pittsburgh, it shall be the 
duty of the grantee of said tenement 
house to file a notice of such transfer, 
stating the name of the new owner, 
within thirty days after such transfer, 
with the Department of Health of the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

Section 27. In case of the devolution 
of such tenement house, by will or by 
inheritance, the devisee or heirs (and in 
case said devisee or heirs are under 
age. their guardian, and in case said 
heirs have no guardian, the executor or 
administrator of the deceased owner of 
such tenement house) shall within nine¬ 
ty days after the death of the de¬ 
ceased, file in said Department of Public 
Health a notice stating the death of 
the deceased owner ami the names of 
those who have succeeded to his inter¬ 
est in said tenement house. 

Section 28. Every owner, agent or 
lessee of a tenement house in the City 
of Pittsburgh shall file with the De¬ 
partment of Public Health a notice con¬ 
taining the narjie and address of an 
agent of such house, for the purpose of 
receiving services of process, or any 
notice or order from said department, 
and also a description of the projKM'ty 
by street number or otherwise, as the 
case may be, in such manner as will 
enable the Department of Public Health 
easily to find the same. The name of

the owner or lessee may be filed as 
agent for this purpose. 

Section 29. Every notice or order in 
relation to a tenement house, in the City 
of Pitsburgh, shall be complied with 
within such time as may, in the judg¬ 
ment of the Department of Public 
Health, be deemed sufficient for doing 
the things in relation to which-it shall 
have been issued; and the mailing of a 
copy of such notice or order to the per¬ 
son, if any, whose name has been tiled 
with the Department of Public Health, 
in accordance with the provisions of 
this Ordinance, at his address as there¬ 
with filed, shall be sufficient; ■ and the 
mailing of a copy of such notice or 
order to the owner, agent, lessee or oc¬ 
cupant of any other dwelling house in 
the City of Pitsburgh, at his last known 
place of residence, shall be sufficient. 

Section 30. Whenever six or more 
families are living in any tenement 
house, in the City of Pittsburgh, in 
which the owner, or the lessee of the 
whole of said house, does not reside, 
the Department of Public Health may 
require that there shall be a janitor, 
housekeeper, or some other, responsible 
person w r ho shall reside in said house 
and have charge of the same; and upon 
notice of such requirement from the 
Department of Public Health it shall be 
the duty of the owner of such tenement 
house, or of such lessee, or of the reg- 
isteied agent, to provide such a resi¬ 
dent janitor, housekeeper of caretaker. 

Section 31. When the owner, or the 
lessee of the whole house, shall not be 
a permanent resident of the city, such 
janitor, housekeeper or caretaker shall 
be deemed the agent of the owner or 
of the lessee of the building, and all 
notices, orders and processes may be 
served upon such janitor, housekeeper 
or caretaker, when there shall be no 
other resident ag-ent designated by the 
owner or lessee as above provided. 

Section 32. No building hereafter 
erected or constructed, or altered or 
changed into a tenement house, in the 
City of Pittsburgh, shall be occupied in 
whole or in part for human habitation 
until the issuance of a certificate by 
the Department of Public Health, stat¬ 
ing that such building conforms in 
every respect to the requirements of the 
laws, ordinances and regulations of 
said department governing tenement 
houses; and such certificate shall be 
issued within ten days after written 
application therefor, if, after inspection, 
said building is found to conform with 
said laws, ordinances and regulation;?; 
provided, that if after inspection said 
building or part thereof shall be found 
not to conform with said laws, ordi¬ 
nances and regulations, such permit 
shall be refused and such house or 
building shall not be occupied for hu¬ 
man habitation until said laws, ordi¬ 
nances and regulations are fully com¬ 
plied with, nor until such certificate 
shall be issued. 

Section 33. The owner, lessee, ten¬ 
ant and ccupant of any building or 
premises, in the City of Pittsburgh, or 
of any part thereof, where there shall 
be a nuisance or a violation of any reg¬ 
ulation of the Department of Public 
Health of the City of Pittsburgh, shall 


be jointly and severally -liable the* or; 
and each of them may be requi . ' to 
abate the nuisance, or to comply ith 
the order of said Department of Jdic 
Health in respect to the premi? or 
part thereof, of which such per;- .» is 
owner, lessee, tenant or oecupary 

Section 34. The changing or . ring 
of a tenement house into a d • !mg 
house for the occupation of lea ’ han 
three families, shall in no man:' af¬ 
fect any pending notice or or-ds- : rom 
the Department of Public Health ; the 
City of Pittsburgh, to the ownei gent 
or occupant of said house, for ; cor¬ 
rection of any violation of the *v or 
the rules and regulations of s.iA De¬ 
partment, existing in such houx, and 
such pending notice or order sb-.ll be 
and remain in force until all r. • re¬ 
quirements of the law, and tlm rules 
and regulations of the Department of 
Public Health of the City of Pittsburgh, 
to which said notice or order : dates, 
are complied with. 

Section 35. Any person or y j sons, 
firm or corporation violating an . of the 
provisions of this Ordinance, shad, upon 
conviction thereof in a summit! pro¬ 
ceeding before any Alderman or Police 
Magistrate in itbe City of Pi-ttslm gh, be 
sentenced to pay a fine of not U than 
$10 nor more than $100, and in default 
of payment -thereof said offender shall be 
sentenced to be confined in the county 
jail for a period not exceeding 30 days. 

Section 36. That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance conflicting with the provi¬ 
sions of this Ordinance be and the same 
is hereby repealed, so tar as the same 
af.lects this Ordinance.

‘Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and it is hereby ordained 
and enactfd by the authority of the same , That 
the owner of each hack, omnibus, wagon, 
cart, car or dray, private carriage or 
Livery carriage^ used either for burdens 
or pleasure, driving and passing in and 
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through any of the streets, lanes or al¬ 
leys of this city, shall, on or before the 
first day of February of each year, call 
at the office of the City Treasurer, and 
have the same registered and numbered, 
and shall pay to the City Treasurer, 
for the use of the city, the sum of three 
dollars for each and every wagon, cart, 
car, dray or private carriage drawn by 
one horse; and for each and every one of 
the above named vehicles drawn by two 
horses, the sum of five dollars; and for 
each and every one of the above named 
vehicles drawn by four horses, and for 
each hack drawn by two horses, the wim 
of seven dollars; and for each additional 
horse attached to any of said vehicles, 
the sum of fifty cents; and for every 
omnibus or timber wheels drawn by two 
horses the sum of five dollars; and for 
every omnibus drawn by four or more 
horses, the sum of ten dollars; and it 
shall he the duty of each person com¬ 
mencing the use of any of the forego¬ 
ing vehicles after the regular time of 
taking out licenses to report the same to 
the City Treasurer within five days after 
such commencement, and to pay for the 
same in proportion for the unexpired 
time of the current year.

plies all of said plates remaining on 
hand not issued by him, taking therefor 
the receipt of the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Supplies, and shall account 
for all issued as now required by law.

Section 1 . Be it ordained and enacted by

(hereinafter called the "City”), as first 
party; the Pennsylvania Railioad Com¬ 
pany and the Pennsylvania Company, its 
iWuee (hereinafter called the "railroad 
company”), a-s second party; and the 
Pittsburgh Railways Company (herein¬ 
after called the "Railways Company”), 
as thiid party. Witnesseth: 

Whereas, The tracks of -the Railroad 
Company in the City of Pittsburgh cross 
at grade Second avenue and the street 
railway itracks constructed thereon; and, 

Whereas, The city has, 'by its proper 
authorities, deemed it necessary to abol¬ 
ish said grade crossing in the manner 
best adapted, in the judgment of such 
authorities, to secure the safety of lives 
and property, to promote the interest 
of the city and as outlined in plan iden¬ 
tified by the signatures of the Director 
of Public Works of the city, and the I 
Chief Engineer of the Pennsylvania 
Company, and filed in their respective 
offices; and 

Whereas, It is desired by the parties 
hereto to determine and agree upon the 
portion of such work to be done by each 
of said parties, respectively, and the 
proportion of cost and expense thereof 
to be paid by each of said parties, re¬ 
spectively* and the mode and time of 
payment thereof: 

Now, therefore, in consideration of the 
premises and of the mutual covenants 
and conditions hereinafter contained, it j 
is hereby agreed by and between the 
parties hereto as follows: 

First. The tracks of the railroad 
company, at the intersection of the rail¬ 
road’s right of way on Second avenue, 
shall be raised about five and nine-tenths

The tracks of the Railroad Company, o 
the north and south of Second avenue, 
shall be raised so as to conform to -he 
bridge herein described. 

Second. The grade of Second avenue 
shall be changed from a ipoinit at -or in 
Ross street to a point about sixteen hun¬ 
dred (1600) feet east of Ross street; sc.id 
grade shall be depressed so that Second 
avenue shall pass /below said railioad 
bridge and shall afford a clearance vf 
fourteen and one-half (14 Mj) feet be¬ 
tween the lowest point of the structure 
crossing Second avenue, as herein pro¬ 
vided for, and the grade of said avenue. 

The grade of Ross street at its infer- 
section with Second avenue may lie 
changed to conform to the proposed 7u-w 
grade of Second avenue. 

The grade of Gas street shall be 

changed and established ito meet and 

conform to the changed and established 
grade of Second avenue. 

The grade of Iron alley shall -be 

changed and established to conform to 
the proposed grade of Second avenue. 

The grade of that portion of Try 

street, between Second avenue and 
Greenough street, lying east of the pro¬ 
posed eastward!y retaining wall for the 
elevated tracks of the railroad company, 
.shall be changed and established to 
meet and conform to the changed and 
established grade of Second avenue. The 
grade of Brew r ery street shall be changed 
and established to meet and conform -to 
it he changed and established grade of 
Second avenue. 

Third. The. railroad company will 
build an additional track across Second 
avenue, making a total of four (4) and 
will build an additional track on thaf 
portion of its right of w>ay between Sec¬ 
ond avenue and the Monongahela river, 
which adjoins the main tracks of the 
said railroad company on the east side 
thereof, said track to be 'parallel w r ith the 
main tracks and nineteen and one-half 
(19Ms) feet measured at right angles 
from 'the center line, if extended, of the 
Monongahela river bridge of the said 
railroad company. 

The city assents and agrees that said 
railroad company, in revising iits grade's 
and making the necessary elevation of 
its 'tracks, may replace the present iron 
superstructure beneath its tracks be¬ 
tween Second avenue and Water street 
by consti uoting a solid embankment, 
wffiich will be confined by the retaining 
wall from the south line of Second ave¬ 
nue to ithe pier in W T ater .street, upon a 
hne sixty (60) feet distant from the 
original western line of what was Try 
street, provided for in Clause Four (4). 

The city grants authority to the rail¬ 
road company to build a business track

tu; • over Second avenue, raising tracks 
in -uth end of Try street yard to meet 
nev' grade, constructing retaining walls 1 
between Third avenue and Water street, \ 
constructing new driveway from Second 
avenue to Try street yard, construct¬ 
ing new sidings to industries now pro¬ 
vided with sidings, which must be re¬ 
moved to make way for (this improve¬ 
ment, and any damages which arfc paid 
to . w-nei-s of (properties abutting the 
railroad on account of this improvement. 
(Subsequent maintenance shall be at the 
sole expense of the railroad company.) 

-Along streets: Including grading, curb¬ 
ing, repaving, laying sidewalks, lowering 
streets, sewers, manholes. Catch basins, 
pipes, conduits, etc., underpinning, low¬ 
ering or changing abutting buildings to 
conform to new grades, the (payment of 
any damages to abutting property own¬ 
ers on account of changes in grade, tem¬ 
porary changes or alterations in the elec¬ 
tric railway by either raising or lowering 
the same and the final reconstruction of 
'the electric railway to the new grade of 
the street throughout that part of Sec¬ 
ond avenue affected by such new grade. 
(Subsequent street maintenance shall 
rest with the city and the street rail¬ 
way company, as now provided by Jaw 
and ordinance.) 

AM the above cost and expense shall ha 
borne and paid jointly as follows 

Railways company shall pay $70,000. 

City -shall pay out of the proceeds of 
sale of certain bon-ds of the City known 
as Street improvement Bonds, Series B 
1910 Fund, one-third (1-3) the total cost 
plus thirty (30%) per cent o-f a sum rep¬ 
resented by the difference between one- 
third (1-3) of the cost and the $7 0,000 to 
be paid by the railways company. 

Railroad company shall pay one-third 
(1-3) the total cost plus seventy (70%) 
per cent of a sum represented by the 
difference between on-e-third (1-3) the 
cost and -the $70,000 to be pa-id by the 
railways company. 

Railroad Account. On account of the 
additional fourth (4th) track and the re¬ 
vision of the east track across Second 
avenue to be built by the railroad com¬ 
pany, the entire cost of (the additional 
track and revision provided, including 
track material, and grading, constructing 
one-half (%) of 'the bridge masonry and 
one-half (Vk) of the entire superstruc¬ 
ture over Second avenue, and the recon¬ 
struction of present -sewer east ward ly of 
wail along east side of right of way be¬ 
tween Third avenue and' Water street 
shall -be borne and paid entirely by the 
railroad company. 


In the event that the city desires to 

t rade, pave, curb and otherwise improve 
econd avenue, or the railways com¬ 
pany desires to extend its track -con¬ 
strue tfon beyond the point mentioned in 
■Clause One (1) hereof, to wit; A point 
approximately sixteen -hundred (1600) 
feet east of Ross street, the city and the 
railways company may, entirely at their 
own expense, respectively, make such 
improvement, and may if they see fit in¬ 
clude in one contract the aforesaid work, 
together with any work provided for in 
this agreement. 

Fifth. All work “along railroad” in¬ 
cluded in “joint account,” as specified in 
Section Four (4), except settlement of 
damage claims, shall be -done and all ma¬ 
terial furnished by the railroad com¬ 
pany. 

All work “along streets” included in 
“joint account,” except the depression of 
the tracks of the railways company, 
-.shall be done and all material furnished 
by the city. 

All work of lowering street railway 
tracks and wires shall be done and all 
material furnished by the railways com¬ 
pany. 

Sixth. All work to be done by the 
railroad company under the provisions 
of this agreement, in the cost of which 
the city is required to share, -shall be 
done according to plans and specifica¬ 
tions approved by the Director of the 
Department of Public Works of said 
city, and shall be of the same charac¬ 
ter and constructed under the same 
specifications as similar work on other 
parts of the railroad. Said work may 
be done by contract, or contracts let 
upon competitive bidding, or by force ac¬ 
count. The said railroad company 
immediately after making such contract 
and before any work is done thereunder 
shall file a copy thereof with the Direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Public Works 
o»f said city, and likewise before doing 
any work by force account, submit to 
said Director of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works the basis or scale of prices to 
ibe paid therefor, which prices shall be 
reasonable and not in excess of the cur¬ 
rent -prices for similar work in said city 
o-r vicinity. The said railroad company 
shall also file with the Director of the 
Department of Public Works copies of 
any detailed drawings required or used 
in any portion of said work, the same to 
be so filed -before such portion of the 
work is begun. 

All work to be done by the city under 
the provisions of this agreement, in the 
cost of which the railroad company is 
required to share, shall be done accord¬ 
ing to the plans and specifications ap¬ 
proved by the chief engineer of tne 
Pennsylvania Company and shall be of 
the same character and constructed un¬ 
der the same specifications as similar 
work in other parts of said city. Said 
work may be constructed by contract or 
contracts let as required by law, or by 
force account. The said city shall, im¬ 
mediately after making any such con¬ 
tract and before any work is done there¬ 
under, deliver to said railroad company 
a copy thereof, and shall likewise, be¬ 
fore -doting any work by force account, 
submit to said railroad company the 
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basis or scale of prices to be paid there¬ 
for, which said prices shall be .reasonable 
and ,,not in excess of the then current 
prices for such work in said city. The 
said city shall also deliver to the said 
railroad company copies of any detailed 
drawing required or used in the execu¬ 
tion of any .poutton of said work, the 
same ito he delivered before such portion 
of the work is begun. 

All work to be done by the railways 
company under the provisions of this 
agreement, in the cost of which the rail¬ 
road company and the city are required 
to share, shall be done according to plans 
and specifications approved by the Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public 
Works of the city and the chief engineer 
of the 'railways company, and shall be 
of the same character and constructed 
under the same specifications as similar 
work on other parts of railways. Said 
work may he done by contract or con¬ 
tracts let upon competitive bidding, or 
to" force account. The said railways com¬ 
pany, immediately after making such 
contract and before any work is done 
thereunder, shall file a copy thereof with 
the Director of the Department of Pub- 
lice Works of said city, and likewise be¬ 
fore doing any work toy force account, 
the said railways company shall submit 
to the Director of the Department of 
Public Works of said city the basis or 
scale of prices to be paid therefor, which 
prices shall be reasonable and not in ex¬ 
cess of the current .prices for -similar 
work on lines of said railways company. 

Within fifteen (15) days after receipt 
of any such contract or scale of prices, 
the party receiving the same shall, if it 
objects to any item or portion thereof, 
immediately notify the other party of 
the item or items objected to, or failing 
to do so, shall be held to have agreed to 
•such contract or scale of prices and shall 
be bound thereby, and no such objection 
shall toe a ground for any delay in the 
■progress of said work. 

Seventh. The estimates for all ex¬ 
penditures by the railroad company must 
be approved by the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works of said city, 
and the estimates for all expenditures by 
the city must be approved by the chief 
engineer of the Pennsylvania Company; 
estimates for all expenditures byU'hedrail- 
ways company must be approved by the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works of the said city before either or 
any of them shall be paid in money. As 
expenditures are made for said work or 
as damages are ascertained, which under 
this agreement are to be paid at joint 
expense, monthly statements for the 
proper proportion of money payable 
therefor shall be made by the chief engi¬ 
neer of said Pennsylvania Company, and 
by ithe Director of the Depaitinent of 
Public Works of said city, and by the 
chief engineer of said railways company, 
respectively, and the party paying the 
same, or liable therefor to third parties, 
shall render to the other party a bill for 
the proportion payable toy such other 
party, and all bills so rendered shall be 
paid within thirty (30) days thereafter. 
The respective parties, the city, the rail¬ 
road company and the railways company, 
shall each contribute one-third (1-3) of 
the cost of the work done during such 


month until each party has contributed 
the sum. of 170,000, after which the pay¬ 
ments between the city and the railroad 
company shall he made in the propor¬ 
tions enumerated above. No dispute or 
disagreement as to any of such esti¬ 
mates or any item thereof shall a fleet 
the liability of the party receiving- the 
same to pay the portion not in dispute, 
nor shall any such dispute or disagree¬ 
ment in any case be ground for discon¬ 
tinuing or delaying the work or any part 
thereof; it being the intention of .-aid 
parties that said work shall proceed to 
completion without unnecessary delay, 
each -of said parties being left its 
proper legal remedy in case of any dis¬ 
agreement. 

Eighth. The said city shall have 
charge of ithe disposition of all claims 
for damages (to .land or other property 
growing out of the construction of said 
improvement. The city shall not com¬ 
promise any such claim without the con¬ 
sent in writing first had of the railroad 
company, and (the railroad company shall 
have the right ito appear by counsel *n all 
-such suits, and in cases where damages 
are due to railroad tracks or railroad 
construction, the -city shall have the 
right to call upon the railroad company 
to appear by counsel and defend such 
suits. 

Ninth. Each of said parties shall at 
all times have access to -the work being 
done toy the other party for the purpose 
of inspection, and the right to inspect 
the hooks and accounts of such other, 
party relating to this work. Each party 
is to hear its own expense incurred by 
way of engineering, clerical work or 
general supervision. 

Tenth. The city shall cause any and 
all pipes, wires, conduits or overhead or 
underground work for water, natural 
gas, artificial gas, telephone, telegraph, 
electric light or other like structures 
located in Second avenue or other streets 
or avenues affected by this improvement, 
•to be -raised, dowered or moved laterally 
from the position in which they may be 
found insofar as may be necessary to 
permit the raising of the grades of said 
railroad, the lowering -of the grades of 
said street or the construction of any of 
the work herein provided, such raising, 
lowering or moving to he done at the ex- 
pen-se of the person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion owning or maintaining such pipes, 
wii e«, conduits or other overhead or un¬ 
derground work. If, in the construction 
of any of the work covered by this 
agreement, it shall be necessary to dis¬ 
turb, remove or destroy any pipes, con¬ 
duits, wires, etc., or any other private 
property belonging to -any person, firm 
or corporation, where the city or said 
railroad company has contracts with the 
owner of said pipes, wires, conduits or 
other property, which makes it necessary 
that the expense of changing /the same 
shall be borne by the city or railroad 
company, or in any other case in which 
-the city may pay the co-st and expense 
thereof, -then such cost and expense and 
all damages arising therefrom shall be 
a part of the cost of the track elevation 
work and shall toe charged to the joint 
account. 

Eleventh. The railroad oompany will

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh in /Select and Common 
I Councils assembled, and it is hei'eby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same , That 
for the purpose of enforcing the require¬ 
ments of the laws and regulations relat- 
i ing to plumbing and house drainage, a 
j plumbing inspector shall be permitted 
j to enter any house or building, ground 
or premises in the City of Pittsburgh at 
all times during the twenty-four hours, 
day or night, to thoroughly examine said 
plumbing, drainage, or any nuisance 
that would affect the public health; 
and he shall notify or cause to be noti¬ 
fied, the owner, agent or occupant of the 
ground or premises in or on which such 
violation or nuisance shall be found, to 
correct, remove or abate the same in a 
manner, prescribed by the Acts of the 
General Assembly, approved June 7th, 
i 1901, and May 14th, 3909. 

Section 2. No person or persons shall 
hinder or obstruct or in any manner in¬ 
terfere with any plumbing inspector of 
i tiie Department of Public Health of the 

City of Pittsburgh in the performance 
of his or her duties as such. 

Section 3. When unsanitary conditions 
exist in any public building, schools, 
churches or colleges in the City of 
Pittsburgh, which' in the opinion of the 
Department of Public Health is a men¬ 
ace to the health of the people who may 
assemble there, and notice having been 
served to correct same, and said notice 
not having been complied with, the De¬ 
partment of Public Health shall there¬ 
upon order such building or buildings 
closed until said conditions are correct¬ 
ed and a certificate issued for the re¬ 
opening of said building or buildings. 

Section 4. All occupied dwelling 
houses shall be provided with properly 
wasted, trapped and vented sinks with 
running water for the accommodation 
of each family occupying said house or 
houses. 

Section 5. Floors of water closet 
apartments, when in cellars or case- 







merits, shall be of some non-absorbent 
material. Floors of market houses, res¬ 
taurants or hotel kitchens shall be of 
some non-absorbent material, such as 
tile, cement or asphalt. 

Section 6. Water closet apartments 
must not have direct communication 
with any dining room or kitchen, nor 
shall any water closet be placed in any 
dining room or kitchen. Water closet 
apartments must not be placed in a din 1 
ing room, kitchen or sleeping apartment, 
nor have direct communication with a 
public dining room, restaurant or kitch¬ 
en: nor be placed in any room or coni 1 
partment which has not direct communi¬ 
cation with external air, either by; win¬ 
dow or air shaft of at least four square 
feet. And when any window ventilating 
any water closet compartment or bath 
room opens directly into a vent shaft; 
no window of any room other than wa¬ 
ter closet compartment, bath room, panf 
try or hall, shall open into such vent 
shaft. 

Section 7. Before any permits for 
any sewer connections are Issued, the

Defining an automo¬ 
bile, a volatile inflammable liquid, a 
public garage, »and a pri vorte garage 
within the meaning of this Ordinance, 
and providing penalties for the violation 
of the .provisions hereof. 

■Section 1. Be it 'ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh in {Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and it is hereby ordained 
and enaoted by the^authority of ithe same* That 
from and after the passage ‘.and ap¬ 
proval of this Ordinance, no person or 
persons, firm or corporation, shall with¬ 
in the limits which -are prescribed in an 
Ordinance known as No. 40’5, Series of 
1909-19 l'O, ‘approved November 30 th, 
1909. recorded in Ordinance Book Vol. 
-2'^, page 1, 'entitled '“An Ordinance pre- 
'sc'rfbing the limits 'within 'which build¬ 
ings shall not -bh %'rect'ed, Repaired *or re¬ 
built, excepting the same be construct¬ 
ed of incombustible materials. rand pro¬ 
viding 'penalties Tor tlfe violation there¬ 
of.” e'rect or use any building now*erect- 
ed, for tlite purpose of storing or keep¬ 
ing Tor us'e, Tor \saTe, <Or Tor any other 
putpo'se,/any automobile carrying any 
volatiTe inflammable liquid, unless Hie 
said building "b'e of fireproof construc¬ 
tion throughout and Conform to the fire¬ 
proof ordinances "of the Cfty of Pitts¬ 
burgh. And ‘also 'When such buildings 
are more than one story *in height, all 
elevator, stair or othfcr'openings between 
-floors'shall be enclosed wi(h incombusti¬ 
ble materials and shall 'be provided with 
automatically closing fire 'doors, 'con¬ 
structed according to the requirements 
of the National Board of F*ire Under¬ 
writers, and so equipped with 'fusible 
links and, we'iWts tirat they will close 
in case o"f fire, and also when ‘such 
buildings are more than two stories in 
height there shall 'be at leOst one fire 
escape or stairway, constructed of in¬ 
combustible maferfcfis, 'entirely without 
the building. 

/Section 2. No automobile or automo¬ 
biles shall be placed In anj' building oe- 
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cupied in any part as a dwelling, a hos¬ 
pital, a theatre, church, school, or as 
a boarding, lodging, or tenement house. 
The only exceptions to this provision 
are, that an automobile or automobiles 
may be placed in a private garage in a 
building occupied .wholly as a-dwelling 
by the family of an owner, a lessee, or 
an employee, when the room or rooms 
in which said automobile or automobiles 
are placed are on the ground floor and 
are separated from the rest of the build¬ 
ing by unpierced walls and ceilings of 
fireproof construction; also, when the 
said building in which the private garage 
is located is of fireproof construction 
throughout, and the living apartments 
are separated from the garage by im- 
pierced walls and ceilings of fireproof 
construction, the same may be occupied 
by two families, one of which shall be 
the family of the owner or lessee, and 
the other the family of ail employee of 
the said owner or lessee. 

Section 3. No automobile or automo¬ 
biles shall be placed in any building in 
which, at any one time, more than twen¬ 
ty-five people, not employed in connec¬ 
tion with the automobile ^business, con¬ 
gregate in a portion of the building that 
is outside of the garage and not sepa¬ 
rated therefrom by unpierced walls, 
floors and ceilings of fireproof construc¬ 
tion. 

Section 4. No sewers or drains from 
buildings in which any automobile or au¬ 
tomobiles are stored or kept, shall con¬ 
nect or intercept any sewer or drain 
from any other building, unless said 
connection or interception is beyond the 
bouse trap of said sewer or drain; also, 
all sewers or drains shall be so trapped 
and ventilated as to prevent access of 
any volatile inflammable liquid to the 
public sewers. 

Section 5. No stove, forge, torch, 
boiler or other furnace, flame, fire or 
fire heat, no electric dynamo, motor, 
hoist or other exterior sparking electric 
appliance, and no artificial light (except 
the incandescent electric light) shall be 
used or allowed in any portion of the 
building below the topmost floor of the 
garage that is not provided with an en¬ 
trance on the outside of the building and 
separated from the garage by unpierced 
walls, floors and ceilings of fireproof 
construction, and when garages are only 
one story in height shall be separated 
from the rest of the garage by unpierced 
fireproof walls. 

Section 6. All buildings within the 
corporate limits of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, used as public garages, shall con¬ 
form to all the provisions of this Or¬ 
dinance relating to the construction of 
garages. 

Section 7. Within the meaning of this 
Ordinance: 

An “Automobile’' is any self-propelling 
vehicle carrying a volatile inflammable 
liquid. 

A “Volatile Inflammable Liquid” is 
any liquid which will flash at 100° Fah¬ 
renheit or less, when tested in a Tag- 
liabue closed pyrometer of the Elliott 
form. 


A “Public Garage” is that portion of 
a building in which any automobile car 
lying volatile inflammable liquid is kepi, 
whether said automobile be kept iV.y 
sale, for renlaL, for exhibition or 1< ‘ 
demonstrating purposes, and all th ; 
portion of a building that is on or b 
low the floor or.floors on which an au¬ 
tomobile carrying a volatile inflammable 
liquid is kept, and not separated thei - 
from by unpierced walls, floors and cod¬ 
ings of fireproof construction.
